Other charges of attempted Intiml-
dation were made by Mrs. Hubbard
against some of the men jurors and
particulnrly against August Fritze,
foremun of the jury.

Fritze, according to Mrs. Hubbard,
used abusive languaze to her as did
other men jurors in their attempts to
induce her to change her vote, which
deadlocked the jury for many hours.

“The entire case in the jury room
was the trial of the district attorney’s
office, rather than the trial of Ar-
buckle,” Mrs. Hubbard sald tonight.

Following sharp colloquys between
District Attorney Matthew Erady and
some of the witnesses. Mre. Hubbard
aggerted several jurors remarked In
the jory room that they did not like
